The Board has made sixty-five official visits to the vari- 
ous schools and is enabled to say that the schools, with per- 
haps, one or two exceptions, have been successful and profita- 
ble. The teachers appearing competent not only to instruct, 
but also to maintain that discipline which is essential, and to 
awaken an interest on the part of their pupils, whichis an im- 
portant feature in teaching.

There has been erected’ during the year a new school 
house and another thoroughly rebuilt, and both fitted with ad- 
justable seats and new furniture. 

We desire (to. call attention’ to -the \necdi ion me 
schools of a better supply of maps and globes, and 
recommend that they be furnished. We would also call atten- 
tion to the unsatisfactory condition of the school house in dis- 
trict No. 3, quite extensive repairs being necessary to render it 
comfortable for use, especially in winter. And would suggest 
the advisability of disposing of it if practicable, and erecting a 
new building more conveniently located and better adapted for 
school purposes. We would also recommend raising $300 or 
$400 in addition to the amount required by law, for the sup- 
port of schools.
